More or less uncertainty and ignorance exist in the public mind relative to the Chinese secret society 
known as the “boxers,” whose present activity threatens to precipitate the long anticipated partition of the 
celestial empire. According to The London Daily Mail the Chinese Society of Boxers constitutes in reality a 
great clan of murderers, estimated to contain in its ranks over 11,000,000 semi-barbarians, well organized, well 
armed, and aS savage in their fanaticism as the Soudan dervishes. 

The society was originally formed with the beneficent intention of protecting honest men in China from 
bandits. It was called Ta Tao Hwri, which means “The Society of the Great Sword,” a title which seems to 
have been changed at a comparatively reeent date to the More familiar name which so often appears in our 
newspapers just now. 

When and where the clan originated is not certain. 
that may mean ten years or 100. 
as it became more powerful and increased in numbers, many dishonest and designing persons entered it 
the prestige and protection it accorded, just as dishonest and designing persons ally themselves with influ- + 
ential bodies in other lands today. ole 

These men proved a disturbing element, and in many cases directed the efforts of the society against their per- + 
sonal enemies, whom they represented as bandits and lawless persons. Terrified by persecution. the innocent + 
victims looked around for protection, and discovered it in the Christian missionaries. It is said that they pro- 
fessed conversion. At any rate, it seems to be clear that the missionaries succeeded in protecting them, and * 
thus intensified the feeling which has always existed in China against Christian evangelists.

Democratic Convention to Bring 
a Large Gathering, 


CONVENES NEXT THURSDAY 


Rallroads to Give Usual Reductions to 
the Delegations, 


SESSION OF CONVENTION T0 BE BRIEF 


Selection of Delegates to National | 


Convention Will Prove Interest- 
ing, but There Will Proba- 
bly Be No Contests 
Over the Places. 


Between 300 end 400 delegates represent- 
ing the democracy of Georzia will gather 
in convention in Atlanta next Thursday 
for the purpose of nominating the state 
t'cket chosen in the primary of May 15th, 
and to select delegates to the national 
ecnvertion at Kansas City, July 4th. 

The preparations for the gathering of 
the state convention are already on foot 
and every arrangement that can be made 
by the state committee for the com- 
fort and conventierce of the delegates will 
be undertak=n. Vice Chairman E. T. 
brown, of Atlanta, who has charze of the 
arrangements to be made by the commit- 
tee has practically secured from the rep- 
resentative of the Passenger Tariff Asso- 
ciation, Joseph Richardson, of Atlanta, 
an agreement to offer a one-half rate 
over al] the roads entering the city. This 
Will enable the delegates:fror: all the 
counties to make the trip to Atlanta at 
small cost, and will insure an unusually 
larg> attendance upon the convention. 

A rate of one-half -the reguiar fare 
has always in the past been offered to the 
delegates to the democratic convention, 
and definite assurance has been given 
that the same arrangemént can be count- 
ed on this year. The hotel accommoda- 
tions of Atlanta are looked upon as bet- 
ter row than they have ever been before. 
and an effort will be made to secure spe- 
cial rates for the different delegations. 
With the representatives of each county 
will come a more or Jess numerous fol- 
lowing of democrats and political leaders 
so that the convention crowd will proba- 
bly number in all betwe21 1,000 and 1,200. 

Meeting Will Be Brief. 

The cemocratic cunvention of Georiga 
will be one of the last in any of the states 
to meet. Conventions in New York, 
Maryland, Missouri, West Virginia, Lou- 
isiana and Tennessee are among those al- 
ready held while practically all of them 
will have met before the micdle of next 
week. In those states where the de- 
mocracy has chosen its delegation to 
Kansas City the greatest degree of har- 
mony has been in evidencs, and the same 
feeling will characterize the Georgia con- 
vention next Thursday. 

Members of the exectttive committee 
will meet at the Kimball house on 
Wednesday afternoon to get in shape the 
work of tle convention. The committee 
must compile the returns from each ju- 
dicial circuit for judge and svlicitor in 
each circuit and prepare in each race the 
result so that it may be adeclared with- 
out delay in the convention. A number 
of contests over seats in the convention 
may als» come Lefore the committee, but 
it is probable that these will not be taken 
up until the day of tre convention. 

The only contest of any significance 
that may come before the convention is 
that over the appointment of a certain 
number of state committeemen by the 
chairman of that committee. ‘his mat- 
ter is regulated entirely by the conven- 
tion, and it is probable that the delerates 
will favor overwhelmingly, the plan now 
in foree of allowing the ecnairman the 
right to name a certain number of tIrem- 
bers. 

Vice Chairman Brown Talks. 

Vice Chairman E. T. Brown, of the state 
committee said vesterday that he had 
received asSurances that low rates would 


the convention. 

‘In regard to the work of the conven- 
tlon,’’ said he, ‘‘there is Zittle to speak of 
in advance. As everyone knows, the dem- 
Ocratic party of Georgia is thoroughly 
harmonious, and I can say now that there 
will be no friction whatever in ths con- 
vention.”’ 

The platform to be adopted by the con- 
vention will be given as much attention 
as any other matter. that comes before 
that body. There seems to be in all di- 
rections a persistent demand that the 
Chicago platform of 1836 be indorsed, and 
it is practically certain that this will be 
done. ‘There is certain to be a plank di-

The most interésting work ahead of the 
convertion will be the selection of dele- 
gates to the national convention, from the 
state at large and from each congression- 
al district. ‘There will be four from the 
State at large, and two from each dis- 
trict, and 2 number of names have been 
mentioned for the different places.

The preliminary invitations to the At- 
anta bittlefields reunion of tho blue and 
gray have been prepared and will be 
sent out today by Secretary T. H. Mar- 
tin. These preliminary invitations are 
signed by R. F. Maddox, chairman of the 
committee on invitations, and will be 
sent to every living veteran whose name 
and address can be secured who partici- 
rated in the battles around Atlanta. 

It is desired by the committee having 
the reunion in charge that every living 
veteran of the two contending armies be 
present at the reunion an-l barbecue to 
be given in the trenches on July th. 


Official announcement was made yes- 
terday by the railroads in the Southeast- 


ern Passenger Association that a rate of |

one fare for the round trip had 
made for those desiring to attend the re- 
union. Passenger associations in the east 
and west have been asked to make the 
same rate, and it is believed they will 
comply with the request. 

Prominent confederate and union gen- 
erals who participated in the Atlanta 
campaign have promised to be present, 
and the reunion will undoubtedly be a 
memorable event. 

The preliminary 
out today follows: 

In advance of the formal invitation, which 
wlll be sent you later, I am instructed, by ac- 
tion. of our executive committee, to give you 
the following general information regarding the 
Atlanta battlefields reunion, to be held here 
July 20th. 

This reunion will be one of the most unique 
gatherings imaginable. Five thousand veterans 
—the blue and the gray-—will meet on their 
former battle ground. Long tables will be 
spread in the old trenches, and this multitude 
of men who fought so valiantly thirty-six years 
ago, will be seated at the most elaborate bar- 
becue ever given. The old.trenches and earth- 
works, constructed for battle defense, have 
changed but little during the lapse of years. 
A delightful grove has been selected for the 
barbecue, where the trenches stretch away 
among the trees as far as the eve can reach. 

Special invitations will be issued to every 
veteran of the battles around Atlanta whose 
address can be obtained, and preparations have 
been made to seat 5,000 people at the barbe- 
cue, E:very possible arrangement will be made 
for the comfort of those who attend. 

The barbecue will be given on the fleld cf 
the battle of Peachtree creek, which was 
fought July 20, 1864. Special guests of the 
occasion will be the two senior living com- 
manders of that battle: General O. O. How- 
ard, who commanded the Fourth army corps, 
United States troops, and General A. P. Stew- 
art, who commanded the left wing of the con- 
federate forces: also General Albert D. Shaw, 
commander-in-chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic.

Editor Constitution—I am reliably informed 
that certain fire insurance agents in this city 
are attaching a clause to their policies which 
deprives the insured of the right of cancella- 
tion, in accordance with the printed condi- 
tions of the policies. The clause reads as fol- 
lows: ‘‘For and in consideration of the rate 
at which this insurance ts written, the assured 
in accepting this contract hereby waives such 
rights to cancellation as are given said assured 
in lines 51, 52, 53, 54 and 55 of the printed 
conditions o: this policy and in lHeu thereof, 
when cancellation is made by said assured, 
agrees to accept $! as full return premium, re- 
gardless of the time this insurance is in force. 
This shall not be operative in the event cf 
sale or assignment of assured’s interest in the 
property covered by this policy.’’ 

It will certainly be to the interest of the peo- 
ple in this city tq examine their policies, and 
if they find this clause, or a similar one, at- 
tached, require the agents to at once remove It. 

It may be that the agent using this clause 
will claim that he is giving a lower rate. In 
that connection, I want to say that it is to the 
interest of the assured to have a regular

J. G. Hauser, at Delaware, O."and will be 
immediately acknowledged. All packages to 
be marked ‘India Relief,’’ and express charges 
must be prepaid. It may be more convenient 
for some to contribute money. Such gifts will 
be forwarded to India to purchase clothing for 
women who wear saris, a single wrapping of 
from five to seven yards. 

The joy of the people in receiving the gar- 
ments kindly donated by ladies tn Eneland and 
America during the famine three years azo was 
unbounded. O14 men and women, as well as 
children, laughed and wept, danced and shout- 
ed in admiration and gvatitude for the excellent 
garments. Many letters have been received 
from missionaries and English officials with 
most touching accounts of the distribution of 
the garments and the unspeakable gratitude of 
those who received and of the bitter disappoint- 
ment of those who could not be supplied. In 
this present famine the need is ten-fold greater 
than three years ago. Manufacturers desiring 
to send avantities of waste remnants, which 
would be greatly useful to the famine sufferers, 
may receive directions for addressing cases di.

Washington, June 6.—(Special.)—Senator 
Tillman has had a hard fight all along 
the line in his efforts to get an adjust- 
ment of the claims of the state against 
the United States for money expended by 
the state during the war of 1812 and the 
Florida war of 1836. Strong opposition 
was manifested in the committee on ap- 
propriations to the amendment offered by 
the senator to the sundry civil bill, but he 
finally succeeded in having the arend- 
ment reported by the committee. When 
the amendment was considered in the sen- 
ate it was the subject of nmiuch debate, 
and rejected, but the senator asked fur a 
reconsidsration, and after two hours of 
debate, the amendment was passed. The 
house, however, refused late last night to 
accept the action of the senate on this 
item, and the amendment was defeated in 
conference. 

Senator Tillman, anticipating this ac- 
tion, had previously introduced a bill in 
the senate providing for a settlement of 
these claims against the government, and 
at 2 o’clock last night he called it up. 
Objection was raised to its consideration, 
and after debate, the bill was considered 
and passed by the senate. It Was an un- 
expected victory, and the serator says he 
intends to push the matter at the next 
session of congress. 

Assistant Librarian of the Senate Baker, 
of South Carolina, has been of great as- 
sistance to Senator ‘Tillman in his ight 
for the settlement of the claims of the 
state. He prepared the statement of facts 
and the precedents mads by the different 
acts of ccngress, upon which the case 
rests.

Back taxes of corporations doing bus!-

New York, June 6.—-The movement of cotton 
prices today was frequent end vivient with 
both side receiving :«<tbacks. ‘The bear fa-.- 
tion had the advantage on the opening, inas- 
much as English cable news was very unsaiis- 
factory, and the weather news more cncvuray- 
ing, and they succeeded in forcing prices of 
3 to 7 points. On this break August touched

to arrest the-turn. The foreign contingent and 
the speculative public sold on the slump with 
an unusual degree of confidence. But toward 
midday a feeling of distrust invaded the 
bear camp and prices were socn reacting rapid- 
ly on gurchases from all sides.

Shorts 
were temporarily panic stricken by a Jump of 
28 points in July in New Orleans, which pri- 
vate advices declared had resulted from a wild 
ecramble of shorts to cover on bad reports from 
the central belt. In the local market July ad- 
vanced to 8.45 befcre the breathing spell was 
taken. Later in the day the market was nerv- 
ous with trading spasmodically active. Senti- 
ment was very much mixed and both longs and 
shorts endeavored to reduce commitments, par- 
ticularly as opinions concerning the probable 
acreage estimete of The Chronicle tomorrow 
differed in the extreme. Europe was a heavy 
buyer on the afternoon rise and considerable 
was also purchased for southern account. The 
close was quiet and steady at a net advance 
of 1@5 points, the market having cased off 
under realizing.

JULY DELIVERY GAINED OVER A CENT

Chicago, June 6—Wheat was active today 
and strong because of the anxiety over the 
northwest crop situation and a reduction In 
the Ohio crop figures, July closing |1@I%sc over 
yesterday. Corn closed %c lower and oats a 
shade higher. Provisions thrived under a good 
outside demand and closed strong, a shade 
to 12%@15e¢e improved. 

Yesterday the wheat pit was half deserted; 
today it was crowded and every man in it 
was busy. The Ohio crop report started the 
advance. It put the condition at 29—30 points 
under the government report for May and the 
lowest since 1866. Only ten counties reported 
a probability of rain and even half a crop. 
These figures looked to traders like a practical 
wiping out of the Ohio crop, which last year 
was 40,000,000 bushels. In the pit it was 
predicted that the Indiana crop was in even 
worse shape than in the sister state. The 
Daily Trade Bulletin reduced its figures on 
the estimated winter wheat yleld from 374,- 
000,000 bushels to 340,000,000 bushels. July 
wheat opened a shade higher at 67@67%4c and 
advanced easily to 67%@67%c, around whfsh 
figures the market hung for some time. Then 
the northwest damage claims began to show 
their effect. There were no good rains, the 
wires reported, and from all sections came 
claims of injury to the crop. One Dakota coun- 
ty declared that two weeks more of the

would be raised. These damage reports were

The stand of the corn this season will not 
be made before the 10th of June. 

The corn belt nowhere today lacks moisture, 
but it does need good, warm seasonable grow- 
ing weather, which is Hkely to materialize at 
any hour. The reserves of corn are generally 
tirmly held and in strong hands and after the 
corn which was sold for May delivery has come 
in receipts will fall off very matertally. 

The winter wheat crop as a whole has rdn 
down very decidedly during the last ten days. 
This situation has been brought about by the 
unexpected and sudden development of Hessian 
fly in IlMinois and the prospects are that that 
state will not grow any more wheat if as much 
as she made in 1899. 

There will be this season three states, if not 
four, in the winter wheat belt, namely, Illinois, 
Indiana and possibly Michigan, which will have 
to look to other states to make up their short- 
age of crop for home consumption. 

The Kansas winter wheat crop is by no 
means assured as yet. The week has been 
marked by very heavy rains followed by high 
temperature, which at the present stage of 
the wheat crop is very favorable for its suc- 
cessful maturity. 

Tennessee and Kentucky have been complain- 
ing also of various causes which have lowered 
their percentage of yield. 

You can see just as well as I can from this 
statement the great irregularity and diversity 
of outlook which the winter wheat belt pre- 
sents today. 

There never has been a time for many years 
when the reserves of winter wheat were as low 
as they are today, which will, on the other 
hand, make a great demand for the new crop 
at harvest. 

The last ten days have seen a great strug- 


‘gle for existence with the spring wheat crop 


in the Dakotas and Minnesota. Less moisture 
has falfen in the northwest this spring than 
has been known in the last thirty-three years; 
in fact, up to the Ist of June no general rains 
throughout the northwest this spring at all and 
the only rains which heve fallen up to that 
date have been local showers. Fortunately, 
this great strain has been temporarily relieve, 
but the crop today is by no means out of the 


“woods yet and we shall hear, I think, very lit- 


tle talk this season about a ‘‘bumper crop” of 
spring wheat in the northwest.

Guthman, 
through their attorney, Thomas L. Bishop 
yesterday filed petition .in the superior 
court asking for a receiver for the §South- 
ern Savings and Loan Company. The 
allegatiors nade are that the company 
isnot doing a profitable business. Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin has set a hearing of the 
case for Saturday morning, or as scon 
thereafter as possible. 

The petitioners, who state they are own- 
ers of stock, say that until recently the 
company was doing active business; that 
three weeks ago a majority of the stock- 
holders met and agreed upon plans of 
liquidation, a committee being appointed 
to assess the value of the agsets in the 
company’s hands. 

It is averred that the expenses of run- 
ning and maintaining the corporation is 
largely in excess of its revenues and that 
it is getting farther and farther into 
debt. The petition declares that all the 
non-borrowing stockholders have stopped 
paying their dues and that the corpora- 
tion has been compelled to take large 
amounts of unimproved real estate for 
loans made and’ not repaid. 

Further, the petitioners allege that the 
company is unable to pay state, county 
and city taxes and that the income 15 not 
sufficient to meet its maturing obliga- 
tions. The petition says that umess the 
court appoints a receiver for the assets 
that the stockholders may lose all of 
what they have paid on their stock, A 
temporary receiver and restraining order 
was asked.

With the increased output from the new 
mills and the increased demand for cot- 
ton goods has naturally come a largely 
increased demand for the raw material. 
The sections in which these mills are lo- 
cated can no longer entirely supply their 
needs. Therefore the mills have had to 
come to Georgia, to Alabama, to Missis- 
sippi and at times have even gone to 
Egypt for their cotton. 

This new development, or rather new 
movement in cotton traffic, has naturally 
come to the attention of the lines travers- 
ing this territory and they are endeavor- 
ing to so reduce or adjust rates that the 
southern mills can compete on equal 
terms with their New England rivals.
